The  report  finds  that 
per  capita  cereal  consumption 
in  these  countries  generally 
varied  less  from  trend  than 
did  per  capita  production  from 
the  late  1960’s  to  1980.  This 
tendency,  especially  true  in 
the  poorer  countries,  reflects 
the  effectiveness  of  food 
security  policies  implemented 
throughout  the  period.

This  report  finds  that 
international  trade  in  feeds 
outpaced  trade  in  livestock 
products  during  the  1970’s 
reflecting  a  trend  toward 
greater  domestic  livestock 
production.  Trade  in  feeds, 
poultry,  and  dairy  products 
grew  faster  in  the  1970’s  than 
in  the  1960’s,  while  trade  in 
red  meats  grew  at  a  much 
slower  pace.  Long-term  trade 
patterns  will  be  influenced  not 
only  by  technological 
advances  for  each  commodity 
but  also  by  trade  policies, 
consumer  preferences,  and 
cultural  practices.

its  rice  surplus  problem. 
Japan’s  policies  reduced  U.S. 
wheat  exports  to  Japan  by 
about  $30  million  in  1980  and 
U.S.  rice  exports  by  about  $20 
million.  A  diversion  program 
succeeded  in  shifting  585,000 
hectares  (about  1.4  million 
acres)  into  other  crops.
